A large 
oago in one corner of the room contain- 
ed a mouse, a rat, a cat, a clog and a 
raonkoy, all dwelling together in ap- 
parent harmony. The cat suffered the 
rat and mouse to nestlo close to its 
■warm fur] the dog kept jealous ward 
and affectionate watch over the three, 
whilst tho monkey explored the hair of 
the dog iu search of (leas. "Ladies 
and gcn'l'men," bawled the leather- 
lunged showman, who stood at the door 
rattling half-dollars in ono hand and 
pointing invitingly with the othor to- 
wards the interior, "Walk in and see 
the Great Millenium as was foretold by 
Moses. The eat and tho rat is a lyin' 
down together and the mouse is a leailin' 
'em all 'round the room with a straw! 
"Walk right in, ladies and gon'l'inon. 
Only 25 cents to look at the Great 
Millenium. It ain't been seen beforo 
by mortal man since the world begun 
to roll, and won't be seen agiu till after 
the next flood." The Happy Family 
drew immenso crowds and tho show- 
man was in danger of realizing a rapid 
fortune, when one hapless night the 
wrotched man, elated by his success, 
went on a spree and did not reappear 
for three days. When the room was 
opened it was discovered that tho Hap- 
py Family had disappeared — all but 
the monkey, who was moro than usual- 
ly rotund in the neighborhood of tho 
waist and otherwise in excellent fettle. 
The showman's theory was that 
when hunger assailed the Family their 
natural instincts returned and tho rat 
first devoured the mouse, that the cat 
then tucked away the rat and contents 
beneath its belt; that tho clog then 
polished off the cat, and was in his 
turn stowed away in tho monkey's 
hold.

"Roll up, 
tumble up, anyway to get up," roars 
the showman of tho Standard as he 
rattles tho half-dollars in his hand. 
" 'Ere, ladies and genTmen, is the Hap- 
py Family — livin' together in harmony 
and krotherly love, with the milk of 
human kindness just a shinin' out of 
their eyes, a eatin' of Pinafore suasages 
and warblin' the sweetest (bank) notes. 
Hub 'era down the right way and feed 
'em well, and they'll container to love 
one another; but if you stops their fodder 
you spiles the show." 

KOOTENA Y AND ITS FO URTEEN 
VOTERS. 



DISPATCHES. 



Gratitude. — The Colonist chronicles 
the fact that Kootenay polled a solid vote 
for its candidate — Mr. Barnard; and then 
it goos to work and sneers at poor Koote- 
nay because it did not poll moro ! — Her- 
ald. 

So the importance of a district is to 
be gauged by the huo of its politics. 
Because tho FOURTEEN VOTES of 
Kootenay district wore cast for 
Mr. Barnard, The Colonist is to 
hold its peace respecting the greatest 
political abuse of the day, and at the 
risk of boingcalled an ingrate, submit un- 
complainingly to tho outrageous system 
that allows fourteen electors to return 
two members to the Local Parliament 
to prevent the wishes of moro popu- 
lous districts being carried into effect. 
IstheZ/eraWawaro that the thriving dis- 
trict by which it is supported has about 
one thousand voters, whose representa- 
tion in the House is the same as that 
of the fourteen voters of Kootenay ? 
Is it aware that every soven voters in 
Kootenay has a representative; whilst 
Westminster has only one representa- 
tive for every 500 voters, and that 
Caesiar, with 600 voters, has no repre- 
sentative at all ? The district of Omi- 
neca was a polling division of Cariboo 
some years ago and it was decided not to 
open a poll there because the number 
of ToterB had fallen to 32 and becauso 
it cost $400 to gather them in. Now, 
it costs the country $2-100 a year to 
maintain two members for Kootenay, 
and $600 to gather the votes in, Yet 
Kootenay with fourteen votes is given 
two members (and will still retain one 
after tho next general election) while 
Omineca is disfranchised entirely. We 
do sincerely hope that some indepen- 
dent member will introduce a bill at 
the next session to fasten Kootenay to 
Yale District and give the member it is 
intended Kootenay shall retain to 
Westminster. Gratitude, indeed! Are 
we to infer from the Herald's remark 
that as long as the Kootenay members 
vote risrht they will be allowed to retain 
their seats as a mark of tho "gratitnde" 
of the Government; but that as soon as 
they change sides they will be wiped 
out? 



EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Nov. 5. — The Republi- 
cans carry Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Now Jersey, Ne- 
braska, Pennsylvania and Minnesota. 
Cornell (Rep.) is elected Governor of 
New York by 10,000 majority. Butler 
is defeated in Massachusetts by 15,- 
000 lnajoritv.- 

New York, Oct. 29.— The world 
seems to be waking up. Here aro the 
Chinese the most conservative people 
in the world establishing a line of 
steamers to the Sandwich Islands, 
which is to be extended afterwards to 
San Francisco. This is an unprecent 
ed movement, and American enterprise 
may soon find itself matched in a fiold 
which can not be classed under the 
head of "cheap labor." 

EUROPE. 
London, Oct. 2S. — The Daily News 
founds its theory of tho contemplated 
dissolution of parliament before the 
end of the present year on the allega- 
tion that the results of the recent 
registrations are very favorablo to tho 
liberals. As these registrations do not 
take offect until tlm beginning of 1S80, 
an immediate dissolution will de- 
prive tho liberals of tho benefits there- 
of. Tho Daily News says : The pro- 
bability of such a resolvo is increased 
by the fact that Ashton Cross, Homo 
Secretary, has telegraphed to the Phil 
osophic Institution in Edinburgh 
postponing his lecture before it on the 
ground that a series of cabinet coun- 
cils will be held next week, at which 
his presence will be indispensable. It 
must be a sudden change of purpose on 
the part of the government which de- 
mands so sudden a telegraphic post- 
ponement of an only recently announc- 
ed engagement.

SLAVERY BATS. 

A Strange Talo of Captivity Amongst 
Indians. 

A man recently arrived in town, and 
put up at one of the .hotels, who narrates 
the following sensational talo of adven- 
tures with Indians on tho northwest coast 
of this Province. He represents himself 
to be a carpenter and says that in tho 
spring of this year ho and another man 
wore engaged by a well known steamboat 
owner to go to Stickoen to build a waro- 
houso near the boundary lino. Tho men 
went and proceeded with the work with- 
out interruption from any quarter until 
thoy had nearly complotod tho structure), 
when three canoes containing about 30 
Indians came alongside whoro tho build- 
ing stood, and jumping ashoro seized tho 
men and bound them so that they wore 
utterly powerless. Tho Indians then 
forced thorn into one of tho canoes and 
without explanation took thoni to an 
island not fur from Fort Wrangol. The 
men remonstrated, but in vain, and their 
captors compelled them to assist in clean- 
ing and drying fish and made thorn per- 
form most menial duties. This kind of 
treatment lasted several weeks; but ono 
day tho carpenter and his comrado in 
company with several Indians went out on 
a fishing cruise. About noon tho canoe 
whs landed and all went ashore, somo of 
tho Indians straggling away from tho 
beach. The carpenter saw that his timo 
of deliverance had come and, according 
to his statement, ho picked up a huge 
rock and either stunned or killed three of 
tho Indians who remained behind with 
him and his comrade. Then ho grasped a 
paddlo and jumping into tlie canoe order- 
ed his friend to "hurry-up" and como 
aboard. For a time tho man seemed 
dazed, not dreaming that tho carpenter 
would have resorted to such desperate 
measures to ensure their escape. Even- 
tually, however, he got into the canoe, 
and both paddled oil* just as tho other In- 
dians roturned to find their three " tilli- 
cums" lying senseless on the beach. Paddl- 
ing with all their might tho fugitives soon 
got clear of the island and after being at 
sea several days, during which timo they 
suffered great privations and subsisted 
only on a portion of a dried salmon which 
had been left in the canoe, they fortu- 
nately reached Fort Wrangel. Thence

It tolls 
of tho Annunciation, Salutation, Nativity, 
Adoration of Magi and Shepherds, Pre- 
sentation in the Temple, Jesus with the 
Doctors, Jesus subject at Nazareth. We 
have not yet seen the transepts lately add- 
ed to Esquimalt Church; but thoy must 
greatly strengthen the building and add 
to its repute as a good example 
of ecclesiastical architecture. Of this, 
however, we may be quite certain, 
tho windows from the world-known firm 
of Clayton & Bell will render St. Paul's 
Church, Esquimalt, an object of pleasing 
attention in tho Province and we can 
only repaet that Archdeacon Wright, who 
has been the means of providing us such 
beautiful examples of modern art, is so 
soon to leave us.

If William 
and the Indian tribes from Canoe Creek 
to tho head waters of tho Fraser riso in 
revolt tho Dominion Government will 
have to engage in a war of extermination 
with "her Majesty's (starving) Indian 
subjects." What a disgraceful war this 
would be ! There is no timo to be lost in 
assuring tho Indian tribes that thoy will 
have land enough early next spring in 
time to cnablo them to get in a crop. 
Delays are dangerous and sometimes 
fatal. William's letter translated reads 
as follows: 

"I am an Indian chief and my people 
are threatened by starvation. Tho white 
men have taken all tho land and all the 
fish. A vast country was ours. It is all 
gone. Tho noise of tho threshing ma- 
chine and tho wagon has frightened tho 
deer and tho beaver. We have nothing 
to eat. Wc cannot live on tho air, and wo 
must die. My people aro sick. My young 
men aro angry. All tho Indians from 
Canoo Crook to the headwaters of the 
Fraser say 'William is an old woman, ho 
sleeps and starves in silence.' I am old 
and feoble and my authority diminishes 
every day. I am sorely puzzled. I do 
not know what to say noxt week when the 
chiefs aro assembled in council. A war 
with the white man will end in our de- 
struction, but death in war is not so bad 
as death by starvation. Tho land on 
which my pcoplo lived for five hundred 
years was taken by a white man; ho has 
piles of wheat and herds of cattlo. We 
have nothing — not an acre. Another 
white man has enclosed the graves in 
which the ashes of our fathers rest, and 
wo may live to see their bones turned 
over by his plough ! Any white man can 
take three hundred and twenty acres of 
our land and tho Indian dare not touch 
an acre. Her Majesty sent mo a coat, 
two ploughs and some turnip seed. The 
coat will not keep away tho hunger; the 
ploughs aro idle and tho seed is useless 
because we have no land. All my peo- 
ple are willing to work because they know 
they must work like the white man or die.

The amount of rovenvo received from 
tho city water works from Jan 1st, 1879, 
to Oct. 31, 1879, was S1C,210.90, and the 
total amount paid on all accounts in con- 
nection with tho works, excepting in- 
terest and sinking fund account, was §12,- 
419.49 on tho latter account the sum paid 
during tho presont year was §10,097. The 
actual cost therefore of tho works has been 
S28,51G.49 which compared with tho re- 
venue above stated, shows a deficit of

counted for by the fact that a heavy ex- 
penditure has been incurred in necessary 
repairs to tho filters at the head works.

Russia Proparins to Invado Afghan- 
istan. 



THE ENGLISH PLANS. 

London, October 23. — The Anglo- 
Russian cinbroglio is as far as over 
from a solution. Lord Salisbury's 
speech is said to have raised tho strong- 
est resentment at St. Petersburg, and 
Schovaloff has definite instructions to 
remain here until Lord Beaconsfield has 
spoken at the coming Lord Mayor's 
banquet, November Oth. Ho will then 
probably leave unless the Premier's 
speech is pitched in quito another key 
from that of Lord Salisbury. Advices 
from Constantinople, which stato that 
Prince Lobanofl' would succeed Scliou- 
vnlofl', have boon confirmed by dispatch- 
es from the Russian capital. Matters 
are hero believed to have assumed a 
most serious aspect. Gortschakoff will 
probably soon go to Livadia, and the 
results of his consultation with the 
Czar form already die theme of live- 
liest discussion, not unmixed with anx- 
iety. 

London, Oct. 24. — Tho Daily News 
this morning contains n remarkable ar- 
ticle, which it says is based upon thor- 
oughly trustworthy information, and 
which altogether confirms the accuracy 
of statements which have been sent in 
these dispatches recently concerning 
the designs of Russia in India. The Daily 
News says it has the best reasons for 
believing that earl}' next spring Russia 
will dispatch two thoroughly-equipped 
corps d'Armee under the control of its 
most skilful and experienced officers to 
Afghanistan. 

The British Cabinet has approved a 
plan submitted by the Governor-Gen- 
eral of India to settle the Afghan ques- 
tion. A British Resident will be 
placed at Cabul, through whom the 
Government will exercise influence 
over tho State, and a contingent of 
English and native troops will be sta- 
tioned in tho country to maintain his 
authority. Meantime tho mutinous 
Afghan regiments nre being dispersed, 
and the inhabitants of Cabul and the 
surrounding district disarmed. The 
Ameer is held in safe-keeping, pending 
an enquiry into the recent massacre. 

Lord Hartirtffton on Lord Salisbury's 
Speech. 

Manchester, Oct, 24. — A great 
Liberal demonstration was held here 
to-day. Tho Marquis of Hartington 
sharply attacked Lord Salisbury's re- 
cent speech. Ho -said the policy indi- 
cated in Lord Salisbury's circular had 
not been carried out, and Russia had 
been confirmed in all tho conquests she 
made by the Treaty of San Stefano. 
Discussing the reforms in Turkey, the 
Marquis of Hartington characterized 
Lord Salisbury's defence of the asser- 
tion that England had frequently spont 
blood and treasure in the defence of bad 
Governments as an immoral policy. 
Referring to the claims of Grecco, ho 
said he believed Great Britain was the 
onlv obstacle at this moment to a 
satisfactory solution of those claims.

Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 23. — The sec- 
tion of the British tenant farmer dele- 
gates, who have been out in tho west 
of Manitoba, have returned and gone 
east, well satisfied with the appearance 
of the country. 

Itis stated that 03,000 homesteads 
and pre emption rights have been taken 
out in Manitoba and the Canadian 
Northwest during the present year. 

Tho Patterson party of Ontario im- 
migrants arrived to-night. They made 
the run from Windsor to Emerson in 
the short time of fifty-six hours. 

Belleville, Oct. 23. — A shooting 
affray, which is expected to terminate 
fatally, took place about ono o'clock 
this afternoon at a disreputable house 
known as "The Farm," situated a short 
distance north of the city limits. Two 
young men, named Duncan Mclntyre 
and Wm. Teal, drove to ''The Farm," 
and after a short stay there the former 
became engaged in an altercation with 
ono of tho inmates named Lulu Ellis. 
Mclntyre, it is alleged, choked the 
girl, and would not leave the house 
when ordered to do so. He attempted 
to strike her with a bottlo, but did not 
succeed. He afterwards struck her, 
and she drew a revolver and fired, the 
ball lodging above tho left ear. The 
wounded man was brought to town, 
and tho wound probed, but the ball 
could not bo traced and he soon after- 
wards died. 

London, Out., Oct. 23.— A Mon- 
treal man named Frank L. Gundlack 
was drawn into an altercation in a bar- 
room on Wednesday night, and re- 
ceived a blow on tho side of the head 
with an ebony cane, from tho effects of 
which he died last evening. His as- 
sailant, a young man named Wm. 
Drought, has been arrested. 

Ottawa, Oct. 24. — Earl Grosvenor, 
son of the Duke of Westminstor, and 
at whose baptism her Majesty tho 
Queen stood sponsor in person, is a 
guest at Government House, Ottawa. 

Mr. Marcus Smith, Deputy En- 
gineer of the Canada Pacific Railway 
Department, returned to Ottawa this 
morning from the Northwest. 

Mr. Langevin passed a bad night 
and was no better yesterday. Ho is 
confined to his bed at Quebec, and will 
be unable to return to Ottawa this 
week. 

Montreal, Oct. 25. — The City Life 
libol caso ca ne up in tho Court of Quoon's 
Bonch to-day. Tho prosecutor was Mr. 
James Guest, a wino merchant, and tho 
defendant was Robert McPherson, book- 
keeper at ■ Mossr3. W. F. Lewis & Co. 's. 
A paper called the City Life was publish- 
ed by one Hancock, who was well known 
in police circles. Tho Grand Jury had 
found a truo bill agasnst Hancock for tho 
publication of an obscono and immoral pa- 
per. No person's character was safe, as 
ladies moving in tho highest circles of so- 
ciety had been attacked. A vordict of 
"guilty," with a recommendation to 
morcy, was returned against McPhorson. 

North Sydney, C. B., Oct. 23.— Mr. 
McLood,thc Conservative, lias been elect- 
ed with about two hundred majority, Mc- 
Lood polled 9G5 votes; Dodd, Conserva- 
tive, 752; McKay, Grit, 848, with ono 
noil to ho heard from, which will givo 
McLood about 100 more of a majority. 
McKay will not poll 900 votos against 
1,100 last year. Dodd and McLood ran 
on the National Policy. 

Toronto, Oct. 24.— F. W. Rhnor, tho 
forgor, was scntoncod to four years' im- 
prisonment. 

Tho eldor Deal brother, the kidnapper, 
was sentencod to 2 years' imprisonment 
at hard labor. His brother was discharg- 
ed.

Hor 
Rosina has novor been equalled sinco the 
sunny drys of the brilliant Malibran, tho 
bewitching Sontag and tho glorious Al- 
boni.
